RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

The relevance of the foreign-language documents is described in the present 
specification. 

Document A5 discloses an IH coil which suppresses the leakage flux of the induction 
coil prepared in the flxser-roller exterior by the shield member, and enables to promote heat 
dissipation of the coil member. 

Document A6 discloses an IH fuser which improves exothermic efficiency by having 
arranged the magnetic substance in the body-of-revolution for the excitation coil and the 
opposite side, and from which the magnetic field generated with the excitation coil not to leak 
to the periphery section. 

Document A7 discloses an induction-heating fuser which prevents electromagnetic 
noise from leaking by forming an induction-heating member, a film member which travels a 
heating portion, and a fixing member for the exciting coil, with the ferromagnetic high- 
resistive shield member. 
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English translations of the foreign-language documents are not readily available.
